them with Muſick and Sweetmeats, out of 
Devotion; in a word, were it not for this 
Devotion of its Inhabitants, Naples would 
have little elſe to recommend it, beſide the 
Air and Situation. Learning is in no very 
thriving ſtate here, as indeed no Where elſe 


in Italy. However, among many pretenders, 


ſome Men of tafte are to be met with. A 
Friend of mine told me not long fince, 
that being to viſit Salvini at Florence, he 
found him reading your Homer. He liked 
the Notes extreamly, and could find no 
other fault with the Verſion, but that he 
thought it approached too near a Paraphraſe; 
which ſhews him not to be ſufficiently ac- 
quainted with our Language. I wiſh you 
Health to go on with that noble Work, and 
when, you have that, I need not wiſh 
your Succeſs.
